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The  outstanding  event  of  1957  for  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society 
was  the  visit  of  Her  Majesty  The  Queen  and  His  Royal  Highness  Prince  Philip 
to  the  Museum  during  the  Festival.'  Once  more  the  Society’s  Gardens  have 
been  the  setting  for  the  York  Mystery  Plays. 

At  last  work  has  commenced  on  the  long  needed  repairs  to  the  Museum. 
A  grant  of  £2,250  from  the  Ministry  of  Works  through  the  Historic  Buildings 
Council  has  made  it  possible  to  provide  a  new  roof  to  the  central  hall.  But 
much  more  needs  to  be  done.  The  roof  of  the  Hospitium  and  the  front  block 
of  the  Museum  need  extensive  repair,  and  much  of  the  stonework  on  the 
facade  of  the  building  needs  renewal. 

Inside  the  Museum  the  new  Roman  Gallery  has  been  completed,  though 
the  painting  will  have  to  be  delayed  until  the  scaffolding  for  the  roof  has 
been  removed.  The  renovation  of  this  Gallery  has  been  due  to  a  second 
generous  grant  of  £350  from  the  Carnegie  Trustees. 

There  have  been  important  additions  to  our  collections,  especially  the 
altarpiece  of  Nottingham  alabasters  depicting  the  life  of  St.  William  of  York, 
discovered  in  rebuilding  on  the  site  of  the  House  of  the  Holy  Priests  on 
Peaseholme  Green.  The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  the  Corporation  of 
York  for  placing  it  on  loan  in  the  Museum,  and  to  the  W  est  Riding  Territorial 
Association  for  co-operating,  and  the  Clerk  of  Works,  Mr.  Abbott,  who  so 
promptly  reported  this  find. 

Another  important  addition  is  the  stone  coffin  with  an  inscription  to 
GOSCONIA  MAMMIOLA,  the  wife  of  AURELIUS  SERENUS,  found  at 
Hood  Grange,  near  Sutton  under  Whitestone  Cliff e,  presented  by  Air.  J. 
Brown — a  generous  gift,  for  which  we  are  grateful. 

Fifty-nine  new  members  joined  the  Society  during  the  year,  twenty-one 
more  than  the  average  over  the  last  thirty  years. 

But,  although  there  are  these  good  signs,  there  are  still  many  unfavour¬ 
able  things  to  report.  The  ordinary  expenditure  of  the  Society  has  again 
exceeded  the  ordinary  income,  this  year  by  £1,640.  This  can  be  partially 
offset  by  £685  extraordinary  income  derived  from  the  Mystery  Plays.  It 
cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed  that  this  annual  deficit  must  eventually  use  up 
the  capital  of  the  Society.  Even  if  inflation  is  checked,  the  Society  will 
exhaust  all  its  capital  soon.  1  he  legacy  left  by  the  late  Dr.  Tempest  Anderson 
made  it  in  1913  one  of  the  richest  societies  in  the  country,  but  it  also  lulled 
the  Society  into  a  sense  of  false  security,  from  which  it  is  only  beginning  to 
awake.  About  half  the  Tempest  Anderson  Bequest  has  gone,  the  other  half 
will  go.  Time  is  running  short,  and  unless  the  Society  can  find  a  solution 
it  will  be  left  with  collections,  museum  and  gardens  in  a  state  of  decay  and 
desolation  which  will  bring  reproaches  on  those  who  failed  to  act  when  there 
was  yet  time. 
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During  the  year  your  Council  had  talks  with  the  York  Corporation  and 
negotiations  were  put  in  hand  with  the  intention  of  asking  the  members’ 
authority  to  lease  the  gardens  to  the  City.  At  a  Special  General  Meeting 
it  was  decided  that  the  whole  future  of  the  Society  should  come  under  review 
and  that  the  position  be  examined  in  the  hope  that  our  house  could  be  put 
in  order  by  our  own  efforts.  A  Committee  was  appointed,  and  this  Committee 
has  sat  many  times.  Their  field  of  enquiry  has  been  unrestricted,  and  the 
Chairman,  Mr.  Rogers,  will  submit  a  report  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting, 
and  the  Council  will  make  certain  recommendations  which  they  believe  to 
be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Society.  Over  all,  it  must  be  realised  that  plans 
in  themselves  have  no  value,  and  must  be  implemented,  not  only  with  technical 
skill  and  ability,  but  with  the  more  intangible  drive  of  goodwill  and  unity. 

There  have  been  interesting  additions  to  the  collections  during  the  year. 
Work  on  the  excavation  of  the  Roman  bastion  in  the  gardens  has  continued, 
and  the  findings  therefrom  will  be  reported  to  you  and  published  in  due 
course.  We  should  like  to  let  you  have  prompt  and  up-to-date  information 
from  time  to  time  on  all  these  things.  You  shall  have  full  knowledge  of  your 
Society’s  activities.  We  trust  that  you  will  take  a  growing  and  continued 
interest  in  these — we  have  not  the  money  to  spend  on  numerous  reports,  but 
the  Keeper  and  the  Council  will  welcome  individual  enquiries  at  all  times. 

There  is  hope  for  the  future  if  we  are  all  together.

Meteorology. — Statistics  of  Station:  Longitude  1°  5'  W.;  Latitude  53°  57' 
N. ;  height  above  mean  sea  level  56  feet. 

Rainfall.  Rain  or  snow  fell  to  the  amount  of  25.71  inches  as  against 
27.45  inches  for  the  year  1956,  a  decrease  of  1.74  inches  and  1.01  inches 
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above  the  average  of  24.70  inches  for  the  preceding  50  years.  The  wettest 
months  were  August,  5.11  inches,  September,  3.16  inches,  and  July,  3.05  inches. 
The  driest  months  w,ere  April,  0.20  of  an  inch,  and  May,  0.94  of  an  inch. 
The  heaviest  fall  of  the  year  occurred  on  8th  August,  when  1.16  inches  were 
recorded. 

Temperature.  Temperature  ranged  from  87°F.  on  28th  June  to  24°F. 
on  20th  February;  the  range  of  temperature  for  1957  being  63°F.,  as  against 
62°F.  for  1956.  The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  (mean  of  max.  and  min.) 
was  50.1°F.  as  against  48.3°F.  for  1956.  July,  61.8°F.,  August,  59.7 'F.,  and 
June,  58.9°F.,  gave  the  highest  means,  and  December,  40.2°F.,  and  February, 
40.5°F.,  were  the  lowest. 

Barometer.  A  mean  pressure  of  1014.8  millibars  (29.97  inches)  (1000 
millibars  =  29.53  inches  of  mercury  at  M.S.L.  (corrected  for  diurnal  variations)) 
has  been  recorded  as  against  1016.2  millibars  (30.01  inches)  for  1956.  April 
gave  the  highest  mean  with  1024.0  millibars  (30.24  inches)  and  February  the 
lowest  with  1004.1  millibars  (29.65  inches).  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  of  1045.0  millibars  (30.86  inches)  was  taken  on  16th  January,  and 
the  lowest  973.1  millibars  (28.74  inches)  on  13th  February.  The  extreme  range 
was  therefore  71.9  millibars  (2.12  inches)  as  compared  with  66.8  millibars 
(1.97  inches)  in  1956.  All  readings  corrected  to  M.S.L. 

Winds.  Observations  of  winds  at  9  a.m.,  G.Af.T.,  show  that  during  1957 
“strong"’  winds  (force  4-8  Beaufort  scale)  were  recorded  on  56  days  as  against 
69  days  in  1956.  The  winds  observed  were  S.W.  80;  N.W.  68;  W.  57;  S.  52; 
S.E.  32;  N.E.  32;  N.  26;  E.  18. 

Thunder ,  Snow  and  Hail.  Thunder  was  heard  on  17  days  as  against 
19  days  in  1956;  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  9  days  as  against  27,  and  hail  was 
recorded  on  3  days  as  against  5  days  the  previous  year. 

Sunshine.  Sunshine,  recorded  at  Bootham  School,  amounted  to  1353.1 
hours  as  against  1346.3  hours  in  1956,  an  increase  of  6.8  on  the  previous  year.
